He also pointed out that theft of government 
property at Fort Bragg is a big problem and that the Military 
Police and other law enforcement agencies at Fort Bragg are 
incompetent in their handling of these thefts of the government 
property. For example, he stated the Military Police will throw 
up a road block and search all vehicles passing through that 
road block. When a vehicle containing stolen government property 
realizes that it is coming up on a road block, it simp ly turns
